10. (Amended) A computer program embodied on a compu);er readable medium for 
identifying various components of a system for building, managenWit, and support purposes 
comprising: / 

(a) a code segment that displays a pictorial representatiori of a system including a plurality of 
components for building other components, managing the system and its components, and 
supporting other components of the system; and/ 

(b) a code segment that presents information relating to building the components of the system 
by indicia coding the components on tKe pictonaD representation to indicate which components 
of the system may be used to build^ther components of the system. 

(c) a code segment that conveys information relating to managing the components of the system 
by indicia coding the components on the pictorial representation to indicate v^hich components 
may be used to manaj^ the system and its components; and 

(d) a code segniefnt that presents information relating to supporting the components the system 
by indicia codtog the components on the pictorial representation to indicate v^hich components 
may be used to support other components of the system. 




19. (Amended) A system for identifying various components of a system for 
building, management, and support purposes comprising: 

(a) means for displaying a pictorial representation of a systej^i including a plurality of 
components, at least some of the components being usabl^to build other components of the 
system; 



(b) means for presenting information relating to bmlding the components of the existing system 
by indicia coding the components on the pictorial represep^rfon to indicate which components 
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of the system may be used to build other component:

20. (New) A method for/dentifying various components of a system for building, 
management, and support purposed comprising the steps of: 

(a) displaying a pictorial representation of a system including a pluraUty of components, at least 
some of the components being usable to build other components of the system; and 

(b) presenting information relating to building the components of the system by indicia coding 
the components on the/pictorial representation to indicate which components of the system may 
be used to build other components of the system. 
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21 . (New) A computer program embodied on a computer readabje^edium for 
identifying various components of a system for building, managemeijt^and support purposes 
comprising: 

(a) a code segment that displays a pictorial represen^on of a system including a plurality of 
components for building other components, mariaging the system and its components, or 
supporting other components of the systejrf; and 



(b) a code segment that presents information relatmg to the components of the system by indicia 
coding the components on th^ictorial representation to indicate at least one of the following: 

which compon^ts of the system may be used to build other components of the system; 

which cornponents may be used to manage the system and its components; and 

whicn components may be used to support other components of the system. 
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
